With time taken to set up the tests 
in different parts of the country, 
carry them out for two to four years, 
evaluate the results and pass new 
legislation, the decision meant the 
present system w ill remain in effect 
at least until 1977 and perhaps until

In a letter sent each senator two 
days ago. HEW Secretary Elliot L 
Richardson 
called 
the 
testing 
proposal “ the worst outcome of all 
to a welfare debate which has 
confronted Congress since 1969 
It was in August of that year that 
President 
Nixon 
denounced 
the 
existing system of aid for dependent 
children as a “ mess 
and called for

Liberals charged in the Senate

the 15th anniversary of the 
launching of the world’s 
first earth satellite —the 
dawning of the space age. 
Soviet news media for 
days has been heralding the 
anniversary with articles 
and interviews, but none has 
given the slightest hint when 
the next major Soviet space 
s p e c t a c u la r 
can 
be 
expected. 


The Soviets have not sent 
a man into space since three 
cosmonauts 
died 
aboard 
their Soyuz II craft June 30. 
1971, after nearly 24 record-

Friday and said his final 
goodbyes to staff and other 
colleagues 
George H 
Adams, who 
took on the job ot county 
director of parks on May 1. 
1961, ended a combined 21- 
year 
career 
in 
Santa 
Barbara city and county 
government work on Sept. 
29. He ended it as ho began 
with a full day's work It 
doesn't seem many years 
ago to this writer that the 
then infant County Parks 
Department 
was run 
bv 
what could be called, wo 
suppose, a“ Mom and Pop 
operation. Paul Campbell 
and his wife, Helen, headed 
the department and had the 
most unusual offices in town 
a headquarters in the 
Courthouse tower, reached 
bv a slippery, circular tilo 
stairway from the second 
floor 
But already the pressures 
of expansion were telling on 
tho Campbells by 1960, and 
I list Helen and then Paul let 
goof the job 
Adams gave notice to the 
county in June that he was 
going to retire the end of 
September, so there would 
be plenty of time to pick a 
capable successor But the 
recruitment campaign has 
lagged, and it is likely a 
successor won t be named 
before the end of October or 
e a r ly 
N ovem ber 
Meanwhile, 
assistant 
director 
Fred 
Eggimann 
will hold onto the helm 
despite the need for a top 
man on many important 
tasks that can’t be handled 
now by Eggimann alone 


Adams relinquishes the 
parks 
position 
after 
carrying 
the 
department 
program ahead at a record 
pace in recent years One 
reporter 
paid 
him 
the 
supreme tribute of saying 
Adams “ always seemed to 
be on the job, even when he 
was on a vacation.” The 
Parks Depaitment was a 
Public Works Department 
division only until 1962 when 


i\ 
achieved 
park 
status 
under Adams 
Adams rates as high as 
any county official we ve 
known in the 3-C category of 
being 
c ap ab le , 
con scien tious 
and 
cooperative, and there have 


been a lot of fine and 
dedicated officials over the 
years 
Adams is the latest of a 
series of veterans to retire 
from 
county 
governmen 
Those 
dropping 
out 
of 
offices earlier this year 
include 
Assessor 
Harry 
Holmquist, 
Auditor 
A T 
Eaves Jr. and Agricultural 
Commissioner 
Water 
Cummings. 
Adams, who is rating a 
special 
L e g i s l a t i v e 
commendation in addition 
to tributes from the county 
and city levels, has guided 
an ever-progressive parks 
department which acquired 
some 435 acres of new parks 
land m the county during his 
tenure Thirteen new parks 
have been acquired during 
hi> 11 year service in all 
county areas 
There were 42 employes 
when Adams took over, and 
now the list totals 94, as 
department growth has kept 
pace with public demand for 
more park and open space 
land 
The 
Open 
Space 
Program under parks has 90 
acres of developed land and 
122 acres of undeveloped 
land, with a development 
schedule followed annually. 
As he steps down, Adams 
leaves the county a fine 
parks legacy. 
During his directorship. 
Lake Cachuma park built up 
an 
enviable 
record 
of 
revenues spurred by trout 
plants and concessions to 
serve a large number of 
recreation 
seekers. 
The 
trout plants beginning in 
1965 
at 
Cachuma 
began 
putting the park operation 
there in the black, and now 
Lake Cachuma sewer bonds 
can be retired with a final 
payment this month 
Adams 
has 
been 
instrumental in having the 
county receive and put to 
use oil rovaltv fund totaling 
$521,000 and $388,000 in state 
bond funds, plus $15,000 in 
Federal 
and other park- 
assisting funds. This money 
has been used in acquiring 
and 
developing 
park 
projects. 
On his last day. Adams 
wasn't content to sit in the 
uft ice and say good-bye to 
well-wishers He was out in 
the field making a final

visit to a lawyer, at least for 
the first time, is a big step 
If this idea in the valley 
works out, though, going to 
a lawyer may be no more 
mysterious than a trip to the 
supermarket — which is 
where the lawyer may well 
be found 
This new plan is a legal 
clin ic , 
with 
prices, 
depending on the advice or 
service sought, known in 
advance More, clients can 
use their credit cards. 


It’s not impossible that 
there will soon be group 
plans, too 
A visitor to this office 
pays an initial fee. in this 
case. $15. This is followed 
by an initial consultation 
with a clinic staff member 
who is not a lawyer, but still 


is trained in legal problems 
After hearing what the case 
involves, this staffer will 
assign the client to a staff 
lawyer who is experienced 
in just that sort of case 
More, dealing with a law 
firm . . sort of 
. like this 
need not involve loss of pay 
because of time off from 
work. 
For those who can afford 
it, of course, time off is fine 
For the rest of us?

Detroit fans celebrate 


Football violence: 
cure, symptom 
or disease?

NEW YORK (NEA) It is autumn, the mellow time of 
year, when leaves turn many-hue l, the wind picks up a 
nice nip and massive linemen crash into each other like 
furious rhinoceroses. 
We have come to accept all this as ineluctable life. Thus 
we have glorified football in this country. We have placed 
it on a pedestal by the lever of symbousm. We have b*- 
come convinced that it mirrors our violent times, is a 
"l metaphor for war and is evidence of man’s genetic fate. 
’ 
"I think the nature of man is to be aggressive and foot 
; ball is a violent game,’’ said Vince Lombardi, the exalted 
late professional football coach. 


I 
Such amateur psychology has been part of the cam­ 
paign, wittingly or otherwise, to excuse and rationalize 
the brutality of football. Lombardi’s quote was taken from 
the book. "The First 50 Years: A Celebration of the 
National Football League In Its 50th Season ’’ It was pro 
duced by the NFL. 
The book, a typical football celebration of violence, 
quotes Konrad Lorenz, author of "On Aggression” : 
"There is, in the modern community, no legitimate outlet 
.for aggressive behavior . . . (So» the main function of 
'[sport today lies in the cathartic discharge of aggressive 
• urge.” 
Lately, it has been taken for granted that man is n a t u ­ 
rally pretty beastly and that in those rare instances when 
he is not pummeling his fellow man (or wishing to), it is 
only because he has momentarily been diverted b\ some­ 
thing equally primitive, such as sex or food or bowels 
Not so, says Alexander Alland Jr., associate professor 
of anthropology at Columbia Umversitv in his recently 
published book, "The Human Imperative." 
He flatly rejects biological determinism and with it the 
theory that man inherently thirsts tor mayhem He does 
not of course, deny that man is capable of aggressive 
responses but believes they are learned like extending 
a pinky when drinking -and not instinctive. 
Alland’s work with isolated African tribes such as the 
Abron and Semai provides him with his evidence. When a 
Semai is angry, for instance, he will throw his own prop- 
erty around much like a linebacker flinging his bulk on a 
quarterback But the Semai is careful not to hurt anyone 
“ Even so, such behavior is frowned upon, writes \fland, 
“ because it scares people.” 
- Alland does not deny that violence is rampant now a 
days. But he rejects theories that man is naturalh war­ 
like. thus needing violent games to mirror and reinforce 
the brutality of our world. Where one anthropologist called 
man the "weapon maker.” Alland calls him the "symbol 
maker 
It is the symbolic process which allows man to 
first think of and then create tools, among them weap­ 
ons.” he writes. 
If man will look at his social processes and the dev elop­ 
ment of his individual personalities, then the "needs” for 
war and aggression m modern times most usually 
caused by politico-economic factors will dissolve, Alland 
argues. 
Finally, he disputes football theorists like Paul 
who say that football is a healthful release of our

guy like Kaline. He's been a great 
ballplayer so long, you wouldn t 
expect he’d be anything else when it

year-old Al Kaline. no longer the

the Trailimg African Daisy 
rates top consideration. 
White and lavender-pink

Grain sale to U.S.S.R. 
stirs consumers' ire 


RY G AY NOR MADDOX 
There are six billion loaves 
of bread sold every year in 
the United States. Raise the 
price on a loaf by only 2 
cents and what do yon get? 
You get at least $120 million 
more added to consumers' 
bread bills. 
A recent Department of 
Agriculture release states: 
“ Despite possible 
increase 
in grain costs DUK TO E X ­ 
PORT SA LES these items 
remain excellent buys in re­ 
lation to other foods.” 
Rut the question raised by 
many students of the food 
situation is this: does the 
sale of w h e a t and other 
grains to the Soviet Union 
justify the increase in wheat 
and bread prices? 
Two well-plated Agricul­ 
ture specialists express the 
belief that general specula­ 
tion about the Soviet sales 
whipped up a furious com­ 
modity 
speculation 
o r gy 
Furthermore, they feel, the 
baking industry has for a 
long time been seeking a 
justification to raise prices. 
They claim now that the 
Russian purchase has raised 
the wheat prices so much 
that the cost of bread must 
inevitably go up, too 
“ But I feel, in fact I am 
sure, that after a little while 
of this speculation and ex­ 
citement p r i c e s will drop 
back to nearly n o r ma l . 
Maybe not to where they 
were but at least back some­ 
what in relation to the actual 
facts of the Soviet influence 
on the American market. 
“ You must remember the 
bread i n d u s t r y has been 
c o m p l a i n i n g for several 
years about the drop in con­ 
sumption. due to health and 
weight c o n t r o l programs. 
Now they are yelling poor. 


Why? Speculations and the 
hope to make some more 
money may be the answer.’’ 
a member of the Economics 
Research Service told me 
Consumer groups also are 
questioning the influence of 
the Soviet deal Th«*y suspect 
that our government’s deal 
with the Russians is clearly 
working out as both a wind­ 
fall for the Russians and ex­ 
porters of grain all at the ex­ 
pense of the U S. taxpayer. 
They feel that the American 
public and businesses such 
as farmers, wheat millers 
and bakers did not have in­ 
formation in time about the 
huge Soviet purchases Only 
the exporters of grain did 
have a d v a n c e notice and 
were able to buy grain fu­ 
tures at lower prices and 
then sell at higher prices 
once the deal became known. 
Furthermore, the g r a i n 
exporters, by selling wheat 
to the Russians below United 
States prices, are requiring 


the U.S. taxpayer to subsi­ 
dize the price of bread to 
Soviet families while at the 
same time he is paying more 
for his own family’s bread 
Our Department of Agri- 
culture informant who did 
not want to be identified esti­ 
mates that based on the cost 
of wheat the flour used in a 
loaf of bread has jumped 
around 4 10 of a cent The 
bakers, according to Joseph 
Creed, general counsel for 
the American Raking Insti­ 
tute. claim the raise is 2/3 
of a cent 
Creed does admit, how­ 
ever: “ I would think it a 
valid assumption that the 
present jump in gram prices 
works on the psychology of 
a bull market. The Russian 
purchases, remember, a re 
the largest in history ”

Relations. The study is entitled 
“ The 
California 
Government 
Manpower Needs Study, Volume I.” 
Hang 
on 
to your 
hats. 
The 
conclusion of this study is that local 
government units in California are 
predicting the need for an additional 
45.000 administrative, professional 
and technical personnel by 1975. 
The report shows 
that local govern­ 
ment officials (city, 
county, special dist­ 
ricts» indicate that 
their greatest needs 
are expected to be VA-/ 
in the areas of rapid 
growth, such as in 
health 
services, 
criminal justice and 
social welfare 


The report warns that these areas 
are already plagued with manpower 
shortages 
It 
cites 
“ local 
government salaries as one of the 
prime reasons for the shortage, 
saying that salaries are not high 
enough 
to 
attract 
competent 
administrative, 
professional 
and 
technical personnel, particularly in 
the 
fields 
of 
medicine, 
health 


sciences, law, data processing and 
fiscal administration 
The study indicates that personnel 
for 
health 
services, 
police 
protection and social welfare will 
continue to lead the list of local 
government needs through 
1975. 
Cities, counties and special districts 
report they expect to need 10.500 
new employes in health services; 
8.000 police; and 7.300 in social 
welfare alone 
The report does not include what 
number of such personnel will be 
needed by local governments to 
work 
in 
pollution 
control, 
community 
development, 
urban 
planning 
and 
housing, 
communications, race and minority 
relations 
or 
human 
resources 
development. 
The report, as far as we are 
concerned, 
strongly 
shows 
that 
government is going to get bigger 
and bigger Why? 
A 
quote 
from 
the 
report: 
“ Historically, American society has 
been so organized that the questions 
involving people 
in community, 
social, 
educational 
and 
other 
fulfilling 
activities 
were 
faced 
largely 
by 
so-called 
voluntary 
organizations. But today, in a time 
when leisure is increasing, whem 
many 
feel 
alienated 
from 
involvement 
in 
society, 
when 
depersonalization 
is 
prevalent. 


when 
effort 
by 
traditional 
organizations such as churches, 
social and charitable organizations 
and youth groups is needed, such 
groups are generally at a plateau or 
in 
decline. 
Community 
organizations that are lively and 
timely’ tend to be cause-oriented, 
rather than activity-oriented, and 
are of little use in response to the 
problems mentioned, particularly to 
those people who are disadvantaged 
or are in lower social brackets.”
